Four were masked and the bats of the 
others were palled over their faces- 
Ther were comfortably dressed, and 
heavily armed with rifles, shotguns 
and re olvers. The were led by a 
man whose every word they obeyed. 
The professor bad ample time to 
gather these details afterward for 
they seized and bound him without 
ceremony and took him to the Dan- 
ville bank. One man was stationed 
in the alley north of the buildings, 
three guarded -South Market street, 
one looked after the professor who 
was thrown down in front of the bank, 
and another was sent to patrol the 
upper part- of town. 
The remaining 


two entered the bank. 
They were well provided with dyna- 


mite and nitro glycerine, and went 
about their work quietly. Five charges 
were exploded and every window in 
the building broken. The last charge 
was effective, and the fireproof doors 
•f the safe w-_* blown off with such 
force as to send them through the 
south wall of the building into the 
lot adjoining- 
They then attacked the doors to 
the vault where the cash is kept, but 
without success- 
Three explosions 


were heard, but the doors refused to 
open. As though to warn them that 
their attempt at robbery was a fail- 
ure two bullets flattened against the 
safe, fired from across the street by 
Doctor Shaffer. The pair in the bank 
were ready to leave. 
Meantime the people were aroused^ 
The first explosion awakened persons 
living 
hear the hank, but 
the 
patrol drove them back to their 
homes. H. W. Tnttle, a clerk in 
the dry goods store of E. C. Lybarger, 
attempted to leave bis home, but a 
guard ordered him to remain where 
he was, threatening to blow off his 
head if he came out. 
Ludwick, the 
village blacksmith,succeeded in reach- 
ing the fire bell and sounded the 
alarm. People came pouring into the 
streets, and the burglars prepared to 
leave. The men in the bank ran out 
along the street, picking up the pa- 
;rols as tbev went, but holding the 
jeople back'aad shooting in all direc- 
tions.

they stole two buggies and a surrey, I 
one boggy from William Sott and tne I 
surrey from William Don, who live 
almost three miles to the east. They 
had hitched the horses at a piace eas- 
ily reached and upon leaving the 
bank ran to them- They quickly cut 
the straps and urged the horses at 
full speed through Buckeye City. 
A running fire was kept up for almost 
a mile when the horses attached to 
the surrey became unmanageable and 
it was wrecked. But the gang were 
not to be outdoae. With a shouting, 
excited mob at their heels, bullets 
and buckshot flying about them, they 
regained control of the horses, cut 
them loose from the surrey and gal- 
loped off in the darkness.

•The last fair was a g*od fair, bat I 


don't know that we had much more 
fun than wh»n 1 went to the first fair 
ever held in Coshoeton county 50 
years ago. I have been to every one 
of them since and feel that fairs have 
become indispensible with me as they 
have with the county. I am a friend 
of the fair." 
The speaker was D. A. Barcroft, of 


Franklin township, and what he said 
was the truth. He has lived 57 years 
and during that time be has attended 
half a hundred fairs, probably the 
only man in the county who can say it 
truthfully. Hale and hearty after 
turning the semi-century mark he re- 
calls with pleasure the days when C> 
snocton's fair was a struggling institu- 
tion. Step by step he has followed it 
until it has become the great holiday 
time of the year for thousands of peo- 
ple. Mr. Barcroft told the story to 
a« AGE representative and it is en- 
tertaining and instructive. 
"I was a youngster a little «ver sir 
years old when I went to th»-first 
fair in the county," he continued. 
"Tbev held it at 
Jacobsport but 
wbac'bas since become known as 
Piamfieid. There was no high fence 
to keep out the boys who didn't have 
a quarter and the peopl; came from 
far and near to see the display. To my 
eyes it was the biggest thing on 
earth. The crowd, the stock and the 
jollv good time everybody was having 
were new to me and 1 shall never for- 
get it. I don't recall that 
they 
tested the speed of their horses for 
money at this first lair, but there 
were big hogs, sleek cattie and good 
sheep and everybody enjoyed tbein- 
I recall that a Mr. Price *hy Lad a 
name for breeding fine cattle hid the 
biggest steer on exhibition I ever saw. 
He was a great long-legged fellow with 
a wide sweep of norrs. and everybody 
talked about him. He was the prin- 
cipal attraction of tne fair although' 
they had vegetables ami products of 
the field. The fair was nut, targe 
when compared with what we have 
now. but it was a good start, and the 
county was as proud as UDJ city with 
a big exposition. We all had a good 
time, and we talked about that fair 
uottl the time for the next one rolled 
around. 
"It was different. Jacobsport was 


too far from the center of the coanty, 
and the second fair was held in Co- 
shoeton. The fairground was the pub- 
lic square, and a great show they 
made of it. The people had learned 
something from the first fair, and 
there was marked improvement. We 
had races this year. I remember them 
very well for the ladies and gentle- 
men rode on horseback around the 
block on which the courthouse now 
stands. They had good horses, and 
the sport was greatly appreciated by 
the crowd. How they cheered when 
some favorite won against a man or 
woman who happened to be unpopu- 
lar- The display of cattle was very 
good, and there were some very big 
and fat hogs for the people to admire. 
I don't remember the exhibitors, bat 
I know the Darlings had cattle there, 
as they have bad at almost every fair 
since, and Sam Moore, of Tuscarawaa 
township, had some good specimens on 
exhibition. It wa- a rousing fair, as 
we looked at fairs in those days, and 
the people clamored for more. 
It 


brought them together as it does to- 
day, formed new acquaintances and 
showed that the county was anxious 
to exhibit what xt had. 
I remember 


well the big pumpkins and other 
things they tad, and went home very 
much impressed with the importance 
of the fair. 
"The next j ear they moved upon 


the hill- Ground had been secured 
and a fence erected. Fairs had grwwn 
to be expensive, and the society had 
to have money. They charged a quar- 
ter admission then as they do now, 
but a quarter in those days was sever- 
al times the size of a dollar to the 
country boy. The fair was a success. 
The crowd was bigger than ever, and 
the exhibits had grown so that it was 
necessary to display them on tables. 
The high fence around the grounds 
was not popular, but it was well 
guarded and the boys had to pay or 
stay at home. 
"There were two fairgrounds on the 


hill, one on the Burt farm and the 
other-on land nearer Hardscrabble. 
Here they first erected buildings and 
stalls for horses and catUe. Hogs were 
always a good product of the county, 
and I remember when going year af- 
ter year how I looked at the big fel- 
lows. Then we had some fine horses | 
in those days, good stock that attract- 
ed attention all over this part of Ohio. 
It was a pleasure to look at tnem. 
There was a reeular track,and we had 
good racing although many a farmer 
boy m the county owns faster horses 
these days than those we cheered to 
victory. 
"The fair was gradually getting 
better and bigger and finally it was 
moved to the beautiful park ont in 
the southern part of your city. How 
delighted the people were when we 
first got into the grove, and how care- 
fully I have followed the growth of 
the'institut-ion since that time. At 
first the track was bad. then better, 
and now I guess it's as good as any 
in Ohio. The hails and stables were 
built and seats put around trees. Ac- 
commodations for sbeep and cattle 
grew better with every year and 
the people helped it along. The Mo^le 
admission was always a quarter, but 
during the war they sold family tick- 
ets for a dollar. TUat was a good thing 


XHomunity to club together and buy 
a ticket, all going in as one. But the 
society found It out. and that stopped 
family tickets. 
'•It is something remarkable that 1 


have never been sick at fair ti me, nor 
las any other thing intervened to 
keep me away. I have been to every 
one of them and I am goiorf as long as 
I live. My interest was not always 
unselfish forduring ten years I exhib- 
ited horses and never failed to gee a 
premium. But the Cosbocton county 
fair is an educator, and 1 believe it 
should always be maintained. It is 
something of which we should be 
proud since it has more than kept 
pace with the development of the 
county. When I think of what it was 
50 years ago at Jacobsport and what 
it was last week in Cosbocton I am 
satisfied."

Seal, who, as an officer on the Har- 
vard, translated the cipher dispatches 
between Commodore Schley and the 
nary department carried by that ves- 
sel. Among these dispatches was that 
sent by Commodore Schley May ZS. 
expressing his regret at having been 
unable to obey the orders of the de- 
partment, and explaining tbe reason, 
why he could not do so. There are 
some verbal discrepancies between 
the original draft of this dispatch and 
the official print of It, and these Mr. 
Beal explained. 


Captain Cook's testimony was a re- 


view of the entire campaign after 
Cerrera's fleet, beginning with the de- 
parture of the flying squadron from 
Key West on May 19 and concluding 
with the battle off Santiago July 3.

said that Commodore Schley did give 
the order "hard a-port" whereby the 
Brooklyn made her famous loop, but 
that he (Cook) had already givea it, 
and that at the time the commodore 
gave It the helm was then a-port. He 
asserted that the possibility of a col- 
lision with the Texas never entsred 
his head. He thought the Brooklyn 
crossed the bows of the Texas at 
about 400 yards distance. The nearest 
position of the Brooklyn to the Span- 
ish ships he put at from 1.500 to 2.000 
yards. Asked If he considered then 
that the Brooklyn was In danger of 
being rammed. Captain Cook said:

KEEPING ST1EETS.CLEAN.

J. F. Meek is home from St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Chicago where in ad- 
dition to his business he carefully 
studied the methods of street cleaning 
and incidentally noted that asphalt is 
In favor for paving purposes in the 
Northwest. 
"Many miles of streets in Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul are paved with as- 
phalt," said Mr. Meek, "and they keep 
it well cleaned. 
Dnriag the day 
it 
is swept and scraped and at 
night they flash It, and an army 
is not required to do the work. Tbe 
hose is placed on low rollers about 
five feet apart and the labor of hand- 
ling it is reduced to the minimum, 
two men doing the work welL The 
asphalt is kept clean and always looks 
well. When a hole appears it is re- 
paired at once and the streets are in 
good condition. I noticed that in the 
business part of Chicago thej are tak- 
ing tip the heavy granite blocks and 
patting down sheet asphalt. To my 
mind this demonstrates that up to 
date towns are using asphalt because it 
is smooth, can be cleaned for little 
money, is less dusty, not so noisj and 
more sanitary. This makes it partic- 
ularly valuable for residence streets, 
and if Coshocton is going to pave 
mnch next year it certainly would pay 
to consider asphalt. 
"The presence of so much asphalt 
paving in the Korthwest disproves 
the claim that it cannot stand heat 
«id cold^ Frost-goes down deep every 
year, and no cities suffered more from 
not blasts last summer than did Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul. 
Yet the as- 
phalt streets are in the cream of con- 
dition."
